The same principle waa therefore involved 
as in the caga of an action for tort in similar 
circumstances againgt an infant—the case of 
* Johngon vy. Pie.” 

These cases aro part of tho law of torts, 
as to which the law is briefly this: infants 
are liable for torts generally, but they aro nat 
Hable for fraud inducing conlracts, If ao 
infant enters into a-contract. with respect to 
goods aod they are delivered to him ha will not 
beheld liable in trever sand conversion for 
them, ‘for in thia way all’ tho infants in 
England would be rnined” (Monby -y. Scott, 
1 sid. at p. 129), Nor in an action far doorit 
or fraudulent misrepreaun{ation where tho fraud 
as to basing of fullage bod indaced the contract 
(Barllott v. Wells, 1B, & 9, 836), : 

But this is an entirely distinct branch of the 
law and bos no counexior with actions such 
ay the prosant which are bagel on the «quitabla 
jurisdiction of the Court, axcept with regard 
to that sentence which I have already referred 
to in‘ Sohuson ¥, Pie” sue affirmations are in

Ihave therefore to deal only with 
Uhose cases in which the éffect of a false repre- 
sentation has been considered. have read the 
very fong judgmentin “Siikeman v, Dawson,” 
and the kernel of it lies. in this sentence. 
“'The notion of charging a man in equity after 
his majority, upon a purchase or sale or contract 
made during his minority morely because with- 
out.any falso assertion by him, the other party 
believed that le was not a minor, believing so 
on the ground that adults only could with 
propriety have such ‘dealings, is’ contrary: to 
principle, is of dangerous conseqnences, and in 
not established by authority.” ‘ha facts being 
different the case has no bearing on the present, 
“Nelson v. Stockor” deals with the oi of re- 
presentation o little more. closely, ‘The Lord. 
Justices bad no doubt that, if the case had 
rralty been one of falsa representation, thero 
would have been nodoubt about the matter, aud 
the infant would not.bave had relief. “ Infants 
are uo moro entilted . then adults to cata 
benofits to thomeelves by fraud,” But the caso 
is different where the person to whom tho 
represontation is made knows it to.be fulye; thon 
the policy of the law in protectiog infants is 
not to be broken in upon. ‘1 the contracts of 
infanta with persons who know them: to be 
under sage are held not to ba binding, 
upon the ground that the infants represented 
themuelvesto be of age, there will bardly 
boa case in which the plea of infancy will 
bo of any avail, ond tho door will bo open 
to all frauds against infants from which the 
law was intended to protect them. The 
privilege of infancy is a legal privilege. On 
the one hand, it} cannot be used by infants 
for the purposed of frand.

REGULATIONS POR MOTOR BOATS. 


Not many weeks ago we pointed out the 
urgont need of special regulations for the motor 
}outs now present in. soch numbers in the 
harbour, 

Tho latest Gazette publishes tho regulation 
mado by the Offlcer ‘Administering the Govorn- 
mont-in-Council under Seotion 37 of the Mor- 
ohant Shipping Ordinance, 1899, ‘(Ordinance 
No, 10 of lst}, for the control of Motor Boats 
iu the Waters of this Colony, this 25th day of 
July, 1907, as follows 

Table EK. (L1L. —egulations 
Boats.) 

1. Iu those Rogulatious, tha term “ Motor 
Boat” abail include every vessel not exceading: 
60 tong, propelled by any mechanical power, 
bowevor applied, exoept steam, oars, or sails. 

2. ‘The Regulations contained in ‘lable E of 
the Schedule to this Ordina coe, shall apply, a+ 
heretofore, to all Motor Boats in the Waters of 
the Colony, except ‘the provisions relating to 
“Machinery and Boiler” in Part I, Rulu > 0. 2, 
for which the following provisions ure hereby 
substituted :— 

Machinery. («.) That the machinery of the 
vessel is suflicient for theservice intended, and 
is in good condition. (4.) The time for which 
such machinery will be suficiont, (¢.) That the 
engineer of the vessel possesses 4 cortilicate of 
compatency as “Motor Engineer" from the 
Harbour Master of Hongkong or such other 
certificate as may be recognised by him. 

3. ‘Fhe following additious to the K+ gulations 
contained in Table E sholl apply .to all Motor 
Boats in the Water of the Colony :—(a) The 
examination for certificata of competency for 
euginvers of motor boats (to be styled “ Motor 
Engineors” aball be limited to the knowledve 
and management of the engines of motor boats. 
Tho goveral types of motorsin the mansgemont 
of which each such euginyer has qualitied sh-ib 
be noted on his certificate, (b,) Ei shall be law- 
ful for the Harbour Master in such special 
cag 6 as ho may think fit to issue w permit to 
avy motor b at carrying a cortifioated moter 
engincer who also holds a master’s cortificate 
in this Table to be under way 
in the waters, of the Colony in charge of such 
‘engineer only. Such permit shall be in
